Professor Nuttall’s .technique 
has now been adapted for numeri- 
cal comparisons, and has algo been 
upplicd in medico legal tests In 
which it has been vital to prove 
that a particular blood stain is of 
human origin. , 


Other dcientists have beep using 
the better known blood yxroups,. 
which depend on tHe coasulation 
of thy blood cells of one Individual 
by the serum of another, to track 
down the ‘racial migrations of long 

ago. The more frimiliar use of 
these groups is as a prellminary to 
blood transfusion operations: 


Professor Ruggles Gates (Lon- 
don), for example, reported that

Proprietors’ Opposition. 


Over fifty proprictors of pawnshops 
assembled on Saturday afternoon ot 
n meeting held at the premises of the 
Chinese General Chamber of Con. 
merece wider the chairmanship of Mr. 

Fifty-threo pawn- 
shops were represented, Unanimous 
opposition against the mono oly wan 
iced. Tho Chairman oxplained that, 
according to the present sealo of tax
